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From Stray to

Being a pup from a small town, I guess the 
first thing I should say is, ‘Hello!’ 


Hi, my name is Orion. I am a pup from 
Hickory, North Carolina. I am four 
pup-years old and my birth into the pup 
community was August 29, 2013. Asa 
human-pup, I identify as a Huskador (Si- 
berian Husky/Labrador Retriever). 


I started my journey as I am sure all young 
pups do, with curiosity. Initially, I was 
looking into the world of BDSM because 
the Master/Slave relationship dynamic 
intrigued me. I found that a lot of times, 
the Master/Slave dynamic can be some- 
what cruel and degrading, but a Pup/ 
Handler relationship can be a bit softer. I 
thought to myself, people love their ani- 
mals, and care for them, sometimes more 
than those around them. That thought, 


coupled with some innate feeling inside 


me, told me it would be something worth 
exploring to its fullest extent. It was then 
that I began some research. I looked 
around for other human-pups to talk to, 
but found none locally, so online friends 
were my only friends. After looking at 
resources and researching some things like 
the resources at sittuspup.net, I decided | 
was very likely a human-pup. After a lot 
of research and exploring my pup side 
privately, I brought it up to my boyfriend 
at the time. When the time came to share 
my feelings, I was kind of scared and 
ashamed at the thought, because I am a 
very loving guy and no one likes rejection. 
I showed him a picture of a pup hood 
and simply told him I found it “cool”. He 
proceeded to call me “disgusting” and spit 
on me. Not only was it the beginning of a 
spiral toward the end of that relationship, 
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but sadly, it is the cold reality to many 
pups even today. Although pup play is be- 
coming more main stream, it is much like 
coming out of the closet again. As with 
any subculture pups continue to encounter 
toxicity in both the pup and LGBT+ com- 
munity. If you do not look a certain way, 
act a certain way, or ate in any way outside 
of society’s norms, you are shunned and 
looked at with disgust. There are safe ha- 
vens to be found but they are few and far 
between. This moment in my life, being 
rejected and called disgusting, started a fire 
inside me that rages to this day. 


One could imagine how hard it would be 
after rejection from someone who claims 
to love you, to talk to anyone after that 
about who you are, but I went to one 
person I felt I could count on. He was a 
high school friend who, I'll admit I had a 


severe crush on, but those feelings soon turned to friendship and he 
was the first guy friend who was “straight” that I came out of the 
closet as being gay too. I went to his house one day and told him 

I just needed someone to talk to, and he was free to listen. We sat 
and talked and I finally brought up the fact that I was identifying as 
a human-pup and part of the leather and BDSM community. His 
eyes brightened in excitement and he shared with me that he was 
also a pup, named Ami. He had been for a few years, and also shared 
with me that he was not as straight as I had thought back in high 
school. The friendship became deeper and we became brothers in 
arms and he agreed to be my Alpha. He helped me in setting up 

my Tumblr account (orionthepup.tumblr.com), and also to share my 
pup themed artwork and sketches with the community. He boosted 
my posts and helped intro- 
duce me personally to the pup 
world, apart from the expo- 
sure I received through digital 
means. We also had started 
the idea of forming a pack. 


Slowly, as it sometimes hap- 
pens, he became preoccupied 
and busy with day to day 
“hooman” activities and our 
relationship began to wane 
after about a year or two. 


As my friendship with Ami 
continued to wane, I met an 
old flame from 2010. This 
someone would become my 
boyfriend, and after opening 
up to him about my pup side, 
he then became my handler. 
After a year, he asked to collar 
me and became my Sir, and 
followed up with an engage- 
ment ring making me his 
fiancé. With this new found 
boost of pride and courage, 
the fire inside me grew. It was 
at this this time that I volun- 
teered at a local Pride event in 
Hickory called Pridepalooza. 
Pridepalooza is a pride block 
party, located behind Club Cabaret in Hickory, NC. I had a tent, 
and informational pamphlets, but as the uninformed do, there were 
a few strange looks. A pup friend named Emrys came and sat and 
interacted with visitors. Even with the strange looks there were a few 
people who were genuinely interested. It was at the first Pridepaloo- 
za I attended I decided that I would no longer have an Alpha. This 
wasn’t because I no longer liked or respected Ami, but he was too 
busy and I was headed in a different direction, where I had to take 
over and remain motivated not just for myself, but for my commu- 
nity as well. It was in October 2016 that I became an Alpha. My Sir 
and I met a pup named Loki and his Daddy/Handler, who would 
later become his pup mate Bastain. I am happy to say that this 

year will mark the one year Anniversary of “The Piedmont Paws’. 





volunteer yearly at the Pridepalooza events, and am also working on 
some exposure so that local pups can know that they are not alone 
and have a place to come that is safe, where they will not be judged, 
but will find understanding, acceptance and love. I am currently 
working on a charity benefit that is to be hosted at Treetops Club 
Cabaret, the premier show bar of the south, located in Hickory, NC. 
I am working with both ALFA (AIDS Leadership Foothills-Area 
Alliance) and the venue to put on the event in April 2018. 


My goal as an Alpha is to make sure that my brothers and sisters are 
safe, protected and loved. I keep my phone on me at all times, even 
when I am asleep and I try to meet all situations with understanding 
and a level head. 


Currently we have nine mem- 
bers. Two Sirs/Handlers; 

Sir Nightwolf (my mate and 
handler of 2 years) and Sir Scott 
(Aero’s Handler and Mate). 
Then we have Pups Loki and 
Bastain who are pack betas 
from Charlotte, NC. Then we 
have Pup Jux from Raleigh, NC. 
Pup Aero from Virginia. Pup 
Spook from Charlotte, NC who 
identifies as a croc-pup. Pup 
Braixen also from Charlotte and 
the mate to Pup Spook, who 
identifies as a Fennec Fox, and 
myself. 


Although I am from a small 
town and my pack members are 
spread out, we are family. I am 
proud of them all and how they 
compose themselves in their 
attempts to educate those who 
ask for information. We love 
with open arms. 


Each pack member has my 
number and we use the Tele- 
gtam app to communicate, in a 
pack chat as well as a chat for 
pups in the Carolina area. 


One of the worst feelings that stuck with me when I first started as 
a stray, was that I was alone. To any pup reading this, I want you to 
know... WE ARE OUT HERE! You have brothers and sisters 
that love you and will respect you. One Pack. One love.

Many people feel left out at 
events because people don’t take the time to include each other. There 
are many ways to help everyone feel part of the party.

Hello PupSnuggles, 


Inclusion is something a lot of people overlook at big events, they are there 
with their friends, enjoying themselves. A lot of people in our community 
have social anxiety, which can lead into depression. Being socially anxious, 
they may not introduce themselves, and then they don’t meet people, then 
they don’t feel welcome. I remember going to my first fetish event; I went 
with a friend who knew a bunch of people there, so I didn’t feel left out. 
However, I’ve been to several events where I have seen someone off by 
themselves in a corner or at a table. It only takes a couple of minutes to walk 
over and introduce yourself, talk to them, make them feel welcome. It could 
make a huge difference for them, and you’ve just made a new friend as well. 


Maybe walk around the vendor market with them, introduce them to a few 
people you know. Maybe attend a class with them, or go for a drink or bite to 
eat. I know that a few minutes chatting with someone new can help me feel 
mote at ease.

Rope Intro

With an array of knots, numerous materials, and new techniques developing, it’s easy to see why rope can seem unap- 
) q ping, y y top P 
proachable to some. I’m hoping this article will give a starting point for those looking to learn. 





The disclaimer: Whenever you do something, you take responsibility for it. Your sub is not to blame if you hurt them. 

Make sure to communicate, play safe, and understand the person you tie up might not be in the best head space to say 
stop, an endorphin rush can compromise the senses more than any spirit. Feel limbs periodically, if they feel cold then that means circulation is probably 
not at its best (lookup paresthesia and yes, knowing kink means knowing first aid and some basics about the body). Be aware the body was not meant to 
hold one position rigidly for hours at a time, too strict a tie can cause soreness and other issues. Positional asphyxia is a condition that can arise if the person 
tied is in a position that prevents them from breathing easily. Start slow, start with the simple ties such as those included here. Yes there’s amazing rope out 
there, but it all starts with the first knot, practiced on inanimate objects first, then with a working partner in a safe, sane, and consensual atmosphere. After 
all, you probably want to play with your sub more than once, so respect their right to their body, help them to have a good time, and take good care of 
them. 


If I haven’t scared you off yet, then welcome to the wonderful world of rope. Let’s start with what materials to use. For someone starting out I would 
recommend a good solid braid nylon or poly rope. Both are good for tying, and untying numerous times without putting too much wear and tear on the 
rope, they come in a variety of colors, and will generally keep 
for a long period without much upkeep. There’s hemp, which 

I find is great at keeping its shape and not stretching or com- 
pressing, it’s also seen as more traditional and so many favor 

it for that reason. It’s also okay to work with non-traditional 
materials, since becoming a part of Forbidden Bazaar, I’ve had 
the pleasure of working with circus silks and created ties that 
feel great and have quite a striking appearance. Silk tends to be 
very strong, and because this is in the form of a flat textile, it 
distributes force so the people I tie or suspend actually find it 
more comfortable. 


When it comes to knowing knots, I would recommend learning 
the simple bowline (great for making a static loop that won’t 
constrict), the figure 8, and the good old square knot. Working 
with these knots will establish a good foundation to build on. 
Similar to how programmers learn to code by first just making 
a word or two appear on screen, starting with something that 
may seem lackluster will get you on your way to learning. I 
mention those three because in my experience those knots 
tend to be a bit easier to untie again, hold their shape well, and 
generally fulfill a great array of purposes. At the time of this 
writing there appear to be a few good tutorials online for each 
knot. If you have troubles learning on your own you may find 
someone who can help, such as through a knowledge share or 
through a local group. (I would love to someday teach a class in 


my hometown on knot work and binding). 775-665-4087

Rubber Puppy Gear peste x 


We are all probably puppies at heart, but sometimes you want to stand out from the pack! And what 
better way than with shiny squeaky rubber? In this article, I’m going to list some of the many options 
available for rubber puppy gear. 








Rubber Pup Hoods 


Wet Hot Rubber - wethot.co.uk 


Easily one of my personal favorites, the Wet Hot Rubber dog hood is the best 
combination of form and function. The base model starts at £165 (About $220 
USD). The hood is available in rubber thicknesses of either .65mm or .80mm. 


However, this hood is unique because of its large number of available attach- 
ments. This includes several different types of removable gags such as inflatable 
and hollow tube gags. In addition, there is an option for a padded blindfold 
which can be attached to the hood and a locking collar. Wet Hot offers the abil- 
ity to get a hood in pretty much any color desired! The ears and muzzle can also 
be removed, making this both a pup and a gimp hood. 


Blackstyle - blackstyle.de 


This is a very unique pup hood, made from thick 1.20mm molded rubber. This 
thickness makes the hood ideal for rough moshing, as it can hold up to lots of 
abuse and provide cushion from frequent head-butts. The base model is €119 
(About $125 USD) without a collar and €182 (About $190 USD) with a collar. 


Because this hood is made from molded rubber, its one-size fits all. If you have 
a larger sized head, it’s recommended trying one out from a friend first as not 


everyone will fit in this hood. A lockable zipper and closed eyes/mouth options 
are also available. 


RubberDawg - rubberdawg.com

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Another great source for rubber puppy hoods is RubberDawg. This company makes a variety of 
latex puppy hoods for different breeds of dogs. The hood pictured is the Husky style, however there 
ate multiple designs and colors for other breeds. This includes: Bulldog, Poodle, Hound Hog, Dal- 
matian, Boxer, Rottweiler, Boston Terrier, Pitbull and even a Demon Dog. Not only are these hoods 
different colors, but everything from the shaping of the muzzle to the ears is unique for each breed. 


Prices range from $384 to $424 depending on the style and breed of hood. In addition, RubberDawg 
offers a variety of other animals too including Cat, Jaguar, Boar, and Pig. 


If you vibe with a specific breed of puppy, there is no better way to show it off than with these 


Fetishak - fetishak.com 


Are you a piss puppy? Well take a look at the rubber dog and play harness from 
Fetishak. This is made from very strong 3mm reinforced rubber. Not only can 
this be used for puppy purposes, but the muzzle can be removed and replaced 
with a funnel gag for all those yellow sessions! This is a highly versatile head har- 
ness, everything can be detached and swapped out depending on the scene. While 
this is less about the look and more about the functionality, it’s a perfect addition 
for any pups into more heavy bondage scenes. 


Base price is €179 (About $210 USD). This includes the basic harness, detachable 
eats, dog muzzle, regular muzzle, and 5 D-rings for extra bondage. 





Mr. S - mr-s-leather.com 


Ah Mt. S, good old faithful in the kink world. Their hoods have become 
synonymous with the puppy community and Mr. S is constantly releasing 
new colors and patterns for their neoprene style pup hoods. These latex 
hoods are made from very thick 1.05mm rubber and are offered in a variety 
of colors. They have a removable muzzle and are available for custom mea- 
surements.
